Marion  G.  Romney,  member  of  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apos- 
tles of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  will  be 
the  guest  speaker  at  the  devotional  assembly  Wednesday  at 
10  a.m. 

Elder  Romney  was  born  in  Colonia  Juarez,  Chihuahua, 
Mexico,  on  September  19,  1897.  He  lived  there  with  his  family 
until  they  were  driven  back  to  the  United  States  by  a revolu- 
tion. 

The  Romneys  lived  in  Utah  and  Idaho  and  Elder  Romney 
received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Laws  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Utah. 

Serves  on  Mission 

Elder  Romney  served  a three-year  mission  in  Australia.  He 
was  bishop  for  three  years  and  stake  president  for  four  years  in 
the  Bonneville  Stake. 


Dr.  Henry  Eyring  and  Prof. 
Joseph  K.  Nicholes,  noted  scien- 
tists in  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  will 
be  honored  with  distinguished 
service  awards  at  commencement 
June,  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  of  Brigham  Young 
University  announced  Monday. 

Dr.  Eyring,  dean  of  the  Gradu- 
ate School  at  the  University  of 
Utah,  will  receive  the  James  E. 
Talmage  Scientific  Achievement 
Award.  Prof.  Joseph  K.  Nicholes, 
chemistry  professor  at  BYU,  will 
be  given  the  K'arl  G.  Maeser  Dis 
tinguished  Teaching  Award. 

Dr.  Eyring,  an  authority  on 
physical  chemistry,  has  written 
275  works.  They  are  of  such 
‘fundamental”  nature  that  he  is 
quoted  in  physical  chemistry,  or- 
ganic chemistry,  metallurgy,  tex- 
tiles, ceramics,  rheology,  bio- 
chemistry and  experimental  bi- 
ology. 

Dr.  Eyring  is  especially  recog- 
nized in  the  fields  of  radioactivi' 
ty,  application  of  quantum  me- 
chanics to  chemistry,  theory  of 
reaction  rates  and  theory  of 
liquids. 

He  received  his  B.S.  degree  at 
the  University  of  Arizona  in 
1923,  his  Ph.D.  at  the  University 
of  California  in  1927  and  honor- 
ary doctor  of  science  degrees  at 
the  University  of  Utah  in  1952 
and  Northwestern  University  in 
1953. 

Dr.  Eyring  was  instructor  in 
chemistry  at  the  University  of 
Arizona  during  1924-25;  teach- 
ing fellow  at  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, 1925-27;  instructor  at 
University  of  Wisconsin,  1927-28; 
research  associate  there,  1928-29; 
research  fellow  at  University  of 
Berlin,  1929-30;  lecturer  at  the 
University  of  California,  1930-31; 
and  research  associate  at  Prince- 
ton University,  1931-36.  He  has 
been  at  the  University  of  Utah 
since  1938. 

Di*.  Eyring  has  been  given  the 
Nichols  Medal  of  the  American 
Chemistry  Society  in  1951  and 
the  Bingham  Medal  of  the  Rheo 
logical  Society  in  1949  and  an 
alumni  achievement  award  from 
the  University  of  Arizona  in 
1947. 


Prof.  Nicholes,  who  has  been  was  chairman  of  the  Chemistry 


chemistry  teacher  for  44  years, 
received  his  A.B.  degree  at  BYU 
in  1916  and  his  M.A.  at  Stan- 
ford University  in  1924.  He  has 
done  work  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  Stanford  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah. 

Prof.  Nicholes  was  head  of  the 
Chemistry  Dept,  at  Dixie  College 
from  1915-1944  and  was  presi- 
dent of  the  college  from  1918-23 
and  1926-33,  He  began  teaching 
chemistry  at  BYU  in  1933,  and 


Dept,  at  BYU  from  1946-55. 

Speaking  about  Prof.  Nicholes, 
Dean  Wayne  B.  Hales,  a col 
league  and  now  dean  of  the  Gen- 
eral Collegfe,  said  he  is  a “stern- 
faced father  type  of  teacher  who 
demands  professional  excellence, 
but  in  a way  that  students  en- 
joy giving  their  best.  . . . The 
large  number  of  his  students  who 
have  gone  on  for  higher  degrees 
in  chemistry  is  further  evidence 
of  his  inspiring  quality 
teacher.”

Timo  Lampen,  freshman  basketball  ace  from  Finland,  will 
shortly  be  bound  for  his  native  land.  The  roundball  enthusiast, 
will  leave  from  Salt  Lake  City  May  17  enroute  to  Istanbul,  Tur- 
key, where  he  and  other  members  of  the  National  Finnish  Bas- 
ketball team  will  face  teams  from  Russia,  Poland,  Yugoslovia, 
Hungary,  France.  Italy,  Germany,  and  other  European  countries. 

Speaking  about  the  European  Basketball  Championship 
held  May  21-30,  Timo  doesn’t  hold  much  hope  for  the  12  man 
Finnish  Olympic  team.  “Other  teams  spend  two  or  three  months 
a year  just  playing  ball,”  he  declared,  “whereas  we  spend  only 
days  in  practice.”  Russia  won  the  1957  championship— is  ex- 
pected  to  win  again  this  year. 

Lampen  will  have  to  make  up  the  two  weeks  of  school  he 
will  miss  in  order  to  play  for  his  country.  The  tournament  ends 
on  May  30,  and  he  will  spend  the  summer  in  Finland. 

In  1957  he  was  considered  the  third  best  player  in  a sel- 
ection of  the  country’s  best  basketball  performers.
